Requiring ſome of His Majeſties Subjects in the parts beyond tlie Seas, to return into England.

EUùʒQerreas by an Act ofthe late @efſion of Parliament, Intituled, An Ac for Atninting Thomes Dunn, 
Neeb Bampficld, and Thomas Scott of High Treaſon, if they render not themſelves by a day; It is (amongſt 
E other things therein contained) Enacted, That all and every perſon and perſons who then were, 
di. then after ſhould be beyond the Seas, and whom His Pajeſty by any: of His Ropal Pzocla- 
SOX mations to be iſſued under the Gzeat Heal ot England, during the continuance of this War wi bh 
the States of the United Provinces, ſhould name and require to return into England, and render 
„ themſelves by a tertain dap therein to be mentioned, to ſome oꝛ one of Mis Pajeſties Juſtices of. 
VS the Peace foꝛ the County wherein he oꝛ they ſhould firft arive, and ſhould not return and render 
themſelves attoꝛdingly. and abide their Legal Tryal, ſhould krom and after the day to them to be p2efired by ſuch P20- 
clamation, tand and be Attainted of High Treaſon, to all intents and purpoſes, and ſhould ſuffer ſuch pains and 
Penalties, and undergo fuch Foꝛfeitures as perſons Attaintedof High Treaſon ought to do. And whereas John 
Desbrough, commonly called Colonel Desbrough, Thomas Kelley, John White, John Grove, William Burton, William Scott fow- 
of 1 nomasScorr, lately Attainted.and Executed foꝛ Execrable High Treaſon; Sir Robert Honywood junjoz; Thomas 
Cole of Southampton, Spurway, Edward Radden, Pꝛ. Edward Richardſon, John Phelps, and John Nicholas of Mon- 
mouthſhire, being His Pajeſties Subjects, have withdzawn themſelves, and are at pꝛeſent (the ſaid War continu⸗ 
ing) in parts beyond the Seas, without any reaſonable tauſe foꝛ Merchandiſe oꝛ other wie, and ſome ot them con- 
trary to all Bonds, both of their Duty and Allegiance to the King their Soveraign, and aftection totheir native 
Countrey, habe Trealonably engaged themlel des in actual Service in the ſaid Aar? and the abo de ot all and every 
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--of them in Fozeign parts is dangerous; -and againlt the Publick ſafety of His Majeſty and wis Realm: Therefoze the 
, Kings molt Extellent Dajeldy with the Advice of His P2iby Countil. and in purſuante of the ſaid Act of Patlia- 
ment, by this His P2oclamation under the Beat Seal of England, doth-name and require them the ſaid John Del 
brough, Thomas Kelley, John, White, John Grove, William Burton, William Scott, Six Robert Honywood junio. Thomas Cole 
of Southampton, Spurway. Edward Radden, Dꝛ. Edward Richardſon, John Phelps, ani John Nicholas of Monmouth- 
ſhire, and tber of them. bythe Lwo andtwentieth day of July next toming, being Three Balendar moneths* and 
moꝛe from the date of this pꝛotlamation, to return into England, and render themſelves to ſoine oꝛ one of His Maje⸗ 
 iſties Jufticegof the Peace foꝛ the County wherein he oꝛ they ſhall firſt arive; His Pajeſty hereby Declaring, That 
thep and eberpof them who ſhall not return and render ves artoꝛdinglp, vand abide their Legal Tryal,- from 
and after thefaid Two and twentieth of Julyg;to them prefired by this Pzoclamation as afozeſaid, by fore of the ſaid 
Act of Par will ſtand and be Attaintedof High Treaſon, andundergo the Fozfeitures of perſons Attainted 
-of High Treafon:: Whereof they and every of them are to take notice at their perils. And His Pajefty doth here- 
them in da Kuen and rel: His Pash, M one of. His Binde ereataries of eats theres, thi 
x ultody, and adbertiſe His Pajeſty, oz one of. His.Pzincipal-Serretaries ot State , 
further Oꝛder and Directions may be therein given.
